The  original  IBM  PC  came  w 
64K  (approximately  64,000 
bytes)  of  memory.  Now,  most 
programs  won't  run  on  less 
than  256K,  and  many  will  fail 
on  less  than  640K. 

If  you  are  running  a 
spreadsheet  or  a  CAD  program, 
it  is  definitely  time  to  make 
sure  you  are  running  at  the 
640K  limit. 

Our  old  Sperry  PC-q  Ca  PC-XT 
compatible)  came  with  256K  of 
memory  on  the  main  board.  When 
we  upgraded  it  to  640K,  many 
programs  that  ran  OK  on  256K 
ran  faster  with  the  additional 
memo  r  y  . 


program  can  be  to  run  under 
DOS. 

Check  out  the  documentation 
for  the  programs  you  use  most 
often.   Chances  are,  if  you 
use  a  spreadsheet  or  a  CAD 
program,  the  documentation 
will  probably  mention  that  the 
program  uses  extended  or 
expanded  memory. 

If  your  particular  software 
can  make  use  of  expanded  or 
extended  memory,  by  all  means 
use  it!  At  today's  prices,  1 
megabyte  of  additional  memory 
costs  about  $150  to  $200. 

On  "Old  Number  1"  we  splurged 
and  loaded  it  with  1.5  mega- 
bytes of  memory  to  start.   Of 
that  memory,  we  assigned  al- 
most 1  megabyte  as  extra  mem- 
ory to  Au  t  oCAD . 

At  once,  our  regen  times  were 
cut  by  one-half.   And  again, 
we  paid  for  the  extra  cost  in 
just  a  f  ew  wee  k  s . 


With  more  memory,  the  computer 
can  work  on  lan-ger  chunks  of 
data  before  having  to  go  to 
the  disk. 

When  I  purchased  an  expansion 
board,  it  cost  a  little  over 
$300  .   It  paid  for  itself  in 
less  than  two  months  through 
increased  productivity. 

The  present  cost  to  upgrade  is 
less  than  $150. 

Mo  re  Memor  y : 

If  you  have  used  personal 
computers  for  very  long,  you 
know  all  about  the  magic 
number  640.  That  figure 
represents  the  maximum  size  a 


Cache  : 


To  "cache"  means  to  save.  A 
disk  cache  does  exactly  that. 
Every  time  you  read  some 
information  from  a  disk  drive, 
a  disk  cache  saves  that  data 
In  a  special  area  of  memory. 

The  next  time  your  program 
needs  to  use  that  data,  it 
already  is  in  the  memory.  This 
is  the  system  used  by  every 
mainframe  computer  system  to 
increase  efficiency  and  corn- 
put  i  ng  powe  r . 

On  a  personal  computer  system, 
basic  math  shows  that  reading 
data  from  memory  is  about 
1,000  times  faster  than 


reading  data  from  the  disk. 
After  system  overhead  is  taken 
into  account,  reading  data 
from  memory  is  about  100  times 
mo  re  efficient. 

A  disk  caching  program  keeps 
track  of  the  data  that  your 
program  uses  and  keeps  the 
most-used  data  in  memory.  Data 
that  is  only  occasionally  used 
is  "flushed  out"  whenever  new 
data  is  read.  That  way,  a 
caching  program  automatically 
keeps  track  of  what  you  use 
most  and  keeps  it  close  at 
hand  . 

Reserving  500  kilobytes  for  a 
disk  cache  program,  I  usually 
see  my  disk  access  light  blink 
during  the  first  few  minutes 
of  a  CAD  session  while  the 
cache  program  determines  what 
data  I  will  be  using  the  mos  t . 
After  that,  the  disk  access 
light  rarely  comes  on,  even 
during  regimens  of  complex 
d  r  aw  i  n  g  s  . 

You  can  find  several  free  disk 
cache  programs  in  the  public 
domain.  There  also  are  several 
commercial  programs  (which  I 
feel  safer  with)  on  the 
market  . 

Two  programs  that  do  an 
excellent  job  are  Lightning 
from  Personal  Computer  Support 
Group  and  Speedcache  from 
Future  System  Solutions. 
Contact  your  dealer  for  these 
programs,  which  are  only  about 
$75  each  .

Too  frequently,  contractors 
and  suppliers  are  unable  to 
recover  on  Men  claims  because 
they  have  not  complied  with 
technical  lien  requirements. 

Failure  to  meet  a  lien  filing 
deadline,  for  example,  may 
mean  the  loss  of  an  entire 
lien  claim  that  would 
otherwise  have  been  valid  and 
enforceable. 

Faced  with  such  high  stakes, 
contractors  and  suppliers  need 
to  be  familiar  with  the 
requirements  of  the  lien  laws 
in  each  state  where  they  do 
business.  .  . 

In  Montana,  the  Menholder 
must  certify  at  the  time  the 
lien  is  filed,  that  the 
property  owner  has  been  served 
a  copy  of  the  lien  by  personal 
delivery  or  certified  mail. 
The  lien  must  be  filed  within 
90  days  after  the  last  labor 
or  materials  are  furnished. 

If  a  Notice  of  Completion  has 
been  recorded  and  published  in 
an  area  newspaper  of  general 
circulation  for  three  (3D  con- 
secutive weeks,  the  lien  must 
be  filed  within  60  days  after 
the  first  publication  of 
notice  of  completion. 
(Ref:Montana  Code  Ann.  71-3- 
505  ,  7  1-3-51  1,71 -3-513) 

...The  specific  lien  laws  of  a 
state,  including  any  amend- 
ments made  since  the  laws  were 
passed,  should  be  examined 
prior  to  filing  a  lien  claim. 


One  example  of  an  important 
lien  requirement  that  com-   ■■  >. 
panies  should  be  aware  of  is 
the  so-called  "pre-lien       ,, 
notice." 

Generally,  a  pre-lien  notice 
provision  in  a  state's  lien 
statutes  requires  that  the 
owner  and  others  be  given  some 
form  of  notice  within  a  cer- 
tain period  from  the  time  work 
begins  or  materials  and  equip- 
ment are  first  delivered  of 
the  potential  claimant's  right 
to  file  a  lien  against  pro- 
perty foi   the  cost  of  work, 
equipment  or  materials. 

In  some  cases,  pre-lien  notice 
is  required  with  a  certain 
period  calculated  from  the 
Men  filing  date.  Knowledge  of 
a  state's  lien  requirements 
and,  particularly,  applicable 
time  limits,  often  makes  the 
difference  between  a  valid  and 
invalid  lien  claim.

"January's  contracting  data 
reinforced  the  downward  trend 
of  new  construction  activity 
which  has  been  developing 
since  the  fall,"  says  George 
A.  Christie,  Dodge  vice- 
president  and  chief  economist. 
"Beginning  last  September, 
three  of  the  past  five  months 
have  shown  declines,  and 
another  one  did  no  better 
than  hold  even.  A  setback  had 
been  expected  this  year  for 
the  overextended  commercial 
construction  market,  and  the 
only  surprise  is  the  depth  of 
the  January  decline.  It's  been 
a  tough  winter...  A  rebound 
IS  likely,  but  contracting 
will  be  ratcheting  its  way 
down  over  the  rest  of  1988." 

Christie,  one  of  the  country's 


most  respected  construction 
forecasters,  urges  contractors 
to  "Keep  the  options  open.... 
Accept  1988  for  what  it  is: 
another  stage  in  a  cyclical 
decline  already  in  progress  - 
not  a  catastrophe. 

He  figures  this  year's  con- 
tracting will  be  down  4  per-   • 
cent  from  last  year's  record 
level  --  which  saw  all  re- 
gions prosper  except  the 
energy-dependent  Rocky 
Mountain  states  -  to  $246.2 
billion  nationally. 

According  to  the  economist, 
last  October's  stock  market 
crash  is  expected  to  have  only 
a  modest  impact  on  construc- 
tion activity  in  the  months 
ahead  -  as  long  as  a  reces-   i 
s i on  can  be  avoided. 

National  Associated  General 
Contractors  of  America 
President  Dana  Huestis  of 
Great  Falls,  (^ont.,  agrees 
that  the  road  ahead  looks      . 
rocky,  largely  because  of 
inept  national  policies. 
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renewed  the  airports  program 
and  immediately  slashed  air- 
port improvements  investment 
by  S25  million.  The  budget 
balancing  exercise  continues 
to  take  place  in  the  context 
of  sitting  on  $15.6  billion  in 
highway  and  airport  trust 
funds,  monies  collected  for 
specific  purposes  that  are 
not  being  invested  in  capital 
i  mp  r  ovemen  t  s . " 

One  who  thinks  a  recession  is 
on  the  way  is  Thayne  Robson, 
executive  director  of  the 
Bureau  of  Economic  and  Busi- 
ness Research  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Utah. 

Robson  says  the  Rocky  Mountain 
region  is  experiencing  the 
slowest  growth  of  any  area  in 
the  country,  in  stark  contrast 
to  the  1970s,  when  the  Inter- 
mountain  West  was  on  the  lead- 
i  n  g  econom  i  c  edge . 

Robson  encourages  contractors 
to  pursue  work  outside  the 
region,  stressing  that  we 
truly  are  part  of  a  "global 
v  i  I  I  a  g  e  .  " 

He  says  those  outside  the  West 
don't  focus  on  Utah  or  Idaho, 
but  lump  those  states  with  the 
rest  of  the  Rocky  Mountain 
region. 

Besides  state  and  federal  pro- 
jects throughout  the  region, 
there  will  be  numerous  small 
jobs  offered  by  cities  and 
count  i  e  s  . 

While  there  won't  be  enough 
work  this  year  to  keep  many 
people  happy,  well-managed 
companies  that  diversify  or 
possibly  work  outside  the  area 
should  get  by.  But  don't  be 


surprised  by  mounting 
casualties.

Tax  changes  hit  business  where 
it  hurts.

1987  was  the  year  of  tax 
confusion.  There's  no 
questions  that  from  January 
through  December  1987, 
everyone  was  tallying  about  tax 
reform.  For  businesses, 
probably  the  most  confusing 
issue  was  the  Alternative 
Mini  mum  Tax. 

Most  companies  are  still 
struggling  to  fully  understand 
the  impact  of  AMT ,  and  with 
tax  preparation  time  upon  us, 
some  surprises  are  sure  to  be 
uncovered . 


duals  to  corporations  over  the 
next  five  years.  How  will  bus- 
inesses be  assessed  with  this 
shifting  tax  burden? 

If  your  company  is  liable  for 
AMT,  it  could  find  itself  fa- 
cing a  nasty  shock  -  an  effec- 
tive tax  rate  substantially 
higher  than  the  top  corporate 
rate  of  34  percent. 

We've  all  had  a  year  to  digest 
these  changes,  and  it's  impor- 
tant that  companies  do  not 
make  the  same  mistakes  in  1988 
as  were  made  in  1987.  One  of 
the  fist  steps  is  to  fully  un- 
derstand the  Alternative  Mini- 
mum Tax  and  what  it  really 
means  to  your  company. 

Here  are  three  questions  and 
answers  that  will  help  you 
understand  AMT  and  made  equip- 
ment leasing  and/or  purchasing 
decisions  in  1988: 


Because  construction  companies 
typically  purchase  a  good  deal 
of  equipment,  they  are  one 
business  group  that  is  hard 
hit  by  AMT.  One  of  the  effects 
of  AMT  is  that  it  makes  owning 
equipment  more  expensive  than 
in  the  past.  Leasing  equipment 
rather  than  owning  it  is  one 
way  companies  can  avoid  tax 
liability  caused  by  AMT. 

The  1986  Tax  Reform  Act  fooled 
many  companies  since  it  was 
advertised  as  a  reduction  in 
tax  rates  and,  indeed,  tax 
rates  were  lowered. 

It  is  important  to  note, 
however,  that  tax  revenues 
were  not  lowered  --  the  bill 
was  revenue  neutral.  In  fact, 
$120  million  in  tax  liability 
will  be  shifted  fr  om  i  nd  i  v  i - 


ID  What  is  the  Alternative 
Mini  mum  Tax  ? 

The  AMT  makes  it  impossible 
for  companies  to  completely 
avoid  federal  Income  tax 
through  the  use  of  certain 
standard  tax  deductions,  such 
as  accelerated  depreciation 
deductions. 

For  AMT  purposes,  many  of 
these  deductions  are  classi- 
fied as  "tax  preference 
items."   These  are  added  to  a 
company's  regular  taxable  in- 
come to  determine  Alternative 
Minimum  Tax  Income  ( AMT I ) .  A 
rate  of  20  percent  is  applied 
against  AMT  to  derive  the  Ten- 
tative Minimum  Tax  (TMTJ. 

Each  company  will  be  required 
to  calculate  both  its  regular 


tax  and  its  TMT .  If  the  TMT  is 
the  larger  amount,  the  company 
will  owe  the  difference  as 
AMT .   The  AMT  must  be  paid  in 
addition  to  regular  tax. 

2)  How  does  owning  equipment 
increase  AMT  ? 

Although  several  different  tax 
preference  items  must  be  used 
to  calculate  AMT  Cand,  u I t i m- 
mately,  TMTD,  two  of  them  make 
owning  equipment  more  expen- 
sive: 

A)  Depreciation  preference  - 
Equipment  ownership  generates 
accelerated  depreciation  de- 
uctions  on  the  owner's  federal 
income  tax  return.  A  portion 
of  these  deductions  will  be 
treated  as  a  tax  preference 
item,  increasing  both  the  AMT I 
and  the  amount  of  AMT  owed. 

B]  Book  income  preference  - 
Generally,  one-half  of  the  ex- 
cess of  book  income  over  tax- 
able income  will  also  be 
treated  as  a  tax  preference 
item.  Depreciation  on  equip- 
ment for  book  accounting  pur- 
poses is  almost  always  slower 
than  tax  depreciation,  which 
usually  uses  a  faster  method 
taken  over  a  shorter  period. 
For  this  reason,  owning  equip- 
ment will  contribute  to  exces- 
sive book  income  over  taxable 
income  and  ultimately  to  in- 
creased AMT  liability. 


tax  rate  is  34  percent  and 
the  AMT  rate  is  only  20  per- 
cent, it  may  seem  unlikely  -- 
if  not  impossible  ~-  that  a 
company's  AMT  liability  would 
ever  exceed  its  regular  tax 
liability. 

But  that's  not  the  case.  This 
opposite  can  easily  occur  in 
one  of  two  way  s : 

1J  The  company  claims  suffi- 
cient standard  deductions 
that  are  tax  preference  items

2)  The  company  owns  substan- 
tial equipment,  which  drives 
its  TMT  over  regular  tax 
liability.

Take,  for  example,  a  con- 
tractor with  $10  million  in 
revenue  and  $500,000  in  gross 
profit  before  taxes.

If  among  its  preference  items 
it  listed  $600,000  in  depreci- 
ation for  equipment,  this 
would  not  be  deductible  in 
arriving  at  the  AMT.  Thus,  the 
company  would  be  20  percent  on 
$1.1  million  for  a  tax  total 
of  $220 , 000 . 
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If  1987  tax  preparation  brings 
some  nasty  surprises,  one  al- 
ternative for  1988  may  be  to 
take  a  fresh  look  at  leasing. 
Before  Tax  reform,  leasing 
made  good  sense.  The  new  Al- 
ternative Minimum  Tax  could 
mak  e  i  t  I mpe  r  a  t  i  ve .
